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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the related art discussed is 
not prior art - but admits that figures 1 and 2 are prior art - it is not understood how the pages 1-3 which include a description of figures 1 
and 2, and the phrase 'such devices are well known' as cited at page 1 , line 1 7 is not admitted prior art, or how the discussion of the 
device, admitted to be well known, be considered different from what is old, known or conventional in the art and not applicant's own 
invention; with respect to the product by process claims, note that method limitations do not further limit the product claims - also note that 
intended use does not further limit the product claims absent a novel product limitation resulting from the unique process; it is the 
Examiners position that the level of ordinary skill in the art of fluidic devices also includes well versed knowledge in microfluidic devices, 
and that both are in the same field of endeavor; it is unclear how the claimed limitation of a curable resin that exhibits volumetric 
contraction is not met by thermoplastics, and further, how curing is only limited to cross-linking as argued - note that thermoplastic 
elastomers are curable resins, and that thermoplastics can include a broad range of resins as argued in the previous action; note that the 
dependent claims argued have been addressed in both prior office actions . 
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
